DARD CLINTON LORD CLINTON was ſeized of the Batoriy of Clinton, by Deſcent 
from his Anceſtors, in the 4th and 5th Years of the Reign of King Philip and Queen Mary; 
at which Time a Queſtion arofe in the Houſe of Lotds, between him and the Lord Stafford, con- 
cerning their Precedency ; and it appears, by the Journals of the Houſe, that, on the 12th of 


February, in the ſame Year, the Earls of Arundel and Shrewſbury, and the Lord Darcy of Chiche, 


who had been appointed by the Houſe to enſearch and try out, “as well by the ancient Records 
c and Parliament Rolls of this Realm, as alſo by the Heralds' Books and other Monuments, 
© touching the Rooms, Pre-eminences, and Places of the Anceſtors of the Lords Clinton and 
& $:afforde,” made Report to the Houſe, That, as well by all Matters of Records as by the Au- 
& thority of the Herald's Books, or other credible Authority, to them ſhewed, they found that 
« the Lords Clinton, by long Continuance and great Authority, had always Place and Room, as well 
« in Parliament as all other Places of Aſſembly, next above the Lords of Audeley : to which Place 
of his Anceſtors the ſaid Lord Clinton, © lincally deſcending from his ſaid Anceſtors, was, by 


Order, Conſent, and Appointment of all the ſaid Lords fitting in Parliament, reſtored and ad- 


vc mitted.” | : 


It is humbly. ſubmitted, that the above Order of the Houſe, and the Two ſubſequent Proceed- 
ings, with reſpect to this Dignity, in the Years 1610 and 1720-21, which will be ſtated in the Order 4 
of Time as they occurred, are ſufficient to ſhew that the Barony of Clinton is a Barony by Writ, No. 1. 
and to preclude the neceſſity of tracing the Claimant's Deſcent from a more remote Anceſtor. 


The ſaid Edward Lord Clinton was afterwards created Earl of Lincoln, to him and the Heirs 


Male of his Body, by Patent, dated 14 of Elizabeth, and died 16 January 1584, leaving Henry n 


his Son and Heir, who ſucceeded him in his ſaid Honours. 


The ſaid Henry Earl of Lincoln and Baron of Clinton married Catherine Daughter of Francis No. 


The faid Thomas, eldeſt Son of the ſaid Henry Earl of Lincoln, was ſummoned to Parliament in 


the Life-tivie of his Father, by Writ bearing Date 8 February, 7 Fac. (1619), directed Prædilecto No. 6. 


et fideli noſiro Theme Domino Clinton Ch.; and it appears, by the Journals of the Houſe, that, on 


the 2d of June ſollowing, he was introduced in the uſual Form, and placed next above the Lord 
Stafford. | 


He ſucceeded his Father as Earl of Lincoln, and died 15 January, 1618, at his Caſtle of Tatter- 
ſhall, in the County of Lincoln, leaving Iſſue, by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter and Coheir of Sir No. 7. 
Henry Knevitt, of Charlton, in the County of Wilts, Knight, Theophilus his Son and Heir. 

The faid Theophilus Earl of Lincoln and Baton Clinton died in the Year 1667, having had Iſſue 
one Son, Edward, and Three Daughters, Lady Catherine, Wife of George Booth, (afterwards No. g. 
Lord Delamere), Lady Arabella, Wite of Robert Rolle, Eſquire, and Lady Margaret, Wite of 
Hugh Boſcawen, Eſquire, | 


The ſaid Edward Clinton, only Son of the ſaid Theophilus Earl of Lincoln, married Ann the eldeſt 
Daughter of John Holles the ſecond Earl of Clare, and died in the Life-time of his Father, leav- No. g. 
ing Iſſue only one Son, Edward, who, upon the Death of his ſaid Grandfather, 7. beophilus, be- 
came Earl of Lincoln and Baron Clinton, and died without Iflue in 1693.

Upon this Event, there being no Heirs Male of the Body of Theophilus Earl of Lincoln, the 
Earldom paſſed to Sir Francis Fiennes; alias Clinton, Grandſon of Sir Edward Fiennes, alias Clinton, 
Uncle of the faid Theophilus, as Heir Male of the Body of the firſt Earl; and the Barony of 


Clinton fell into Abeyance amongſt the Iſſue of the ſaid Lady Catherine Broth, Lady Arabella Rolle, 


and Lady Margaret Boſcawen, Daughters of the ſaid Theophilus, and Aunts of the ſaid Edward 
Earl of Lincoln and Baron Clinton. 


The ſaid Lady Catherine Booth had Iſſue Verè Booth, her only Daughter and Heir, born in the 
Year 1643, who dying unmarried in 1717, this Line became Extinct, and the Barony remained 
in Abeyance between Samuel Rolle, Son and Heir of the ſaid Lady Arabella Rolle and Hugh For- 
teſcue, Eſq. Grandſon and Heir of the ſaid Lady Margaret Boſcawen, 


In the Year 1520-21, the King was pleaſed to exerciſe his Royal Prerogative, and to determine 
the ſaid Abeyance, by granting a Writ of Summons to the ſaid Hugh Forteſeue, by the Title of 
Hugh Forteſcue de Clinton, Chevalier; and when he took his ſeat, 18 March, 1720 21, the Lord 
Chancellor explained to the Houſe his Deſcent, © and how he was One of the Heirs of Theophilus, 
« late Earl of Lincoln and Baron of Clinton.” He was, as will appear by the annexed Pedigree, 
Grandſon of the ſald Lady Margaret Boſtu en, diz. Son and Heir of Hugh Forteſcue, of Fillegh, 
in the County of Devon, Eſq. by Bridget, his Wife, only Child that left Iſſue of the ſaid Lady 
Margaret Boſcawen. He was afterwards, by Patent, dated 5 July, 1746, created Baron For- 
teſcue and Earl Clinton, to him and the Heirs Male of his Body, with Limitation of the Barony 
of Forteſcue to his Half Brother Maithew Forteſcue, and the Heirs Male of his Body; and dyin 
without Iflue in 1751, Margaret, his only ſurviving Siſter and Heir of the Whole Blood, too 
the Title of Baroneſs Clinton, the Earldom became extinct, and the Barony of Forteſcue paſſed 
to Matthew Forteſcue, his Half Brother, according to the Limitation above mentioned, and is now

The ſaid Margaret Lady Clinton, only ſurviving Siſter and Heir of the ſaid Hugh Earl and 
Baron Clinton, died urimnarried in March 1760, and by her Death all the Iſſue of the ſaid Lady 
Margaret Boſcawen became extinct, and the Barony of Clinton devolved of Right upon Margaret, 
then Counteſs of Orford, as only Daughter and Heir of Samuel Rolle aforeſaid, only Son and 
Heir of the ſaid Lady Arabella Rolle; and, upon her Death, which happened at Piſa in 1781, 
it deſcended to her only Son George, late Earl of Orford, who dying without Ifſue in December 
1791, the {aid Barony of Clinton is, as the Claimant humbly conceives, devolved upon him, as 
eldeſt Son and Heir of Robert Cotton Trefufis, Son and Heir of Robert Trefufis, Son and Heir of 
Samuel Trefuſis, next Brother and Heir of Francis Trefufis, eldeſt Son and Heir of Francis Trefufis, 
of Mylor, in the County of Cornwall, Eſq. by Bridget, his Wife, only Siſter; who left Iſſue, of 
the aforeſaid Samuel Rolle, and Daughter of the ſaid Lady Arabella Rolle. | 


The Claimant having accordingly preſented his humble Petition io his Majeſty, praying 
that His Majeſty would be gratiouſly pleaſed to admit his Claim to the ſaid Barony, and 
to order a Writ to be iſſued to ſummon him to Parliament by the Title of Baron Clinton ; 
His Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to refer the ſame to Mr. Attorney General, who has 
made his Report thereupon, and certified that, in his Opinion; the Petitioner hath made 
good his Claim to the ſaid Barony, yet, for Reaſons therein aſſigned, it appeared to him 
to be Matter of Duty humbly to repreſent to His Majeſty, that, in his Opinion, ir 
would be proper to refer the ſaid Petition in the uſual Manner to this Houſe for your 
Lordſhips Judgement and Advice thereupon. 


And His Majeſty having been further graciouſly pleaſed to refer the ſaid Petition to your 
. Lordfſhips, and the ſame being by your Lordſhips referred to the Confideration of the 
Lords Committees for Privileges, the Claimant humbly hopes, that, upon a full Examin- 
ation of his Caſe, your Lordſhips will be of Opinion, that he is juſtly entitled to the ſaid 
Dignity and Honour of Baron Clinton; and that your Lordſhips will be pleaſed to certify 

to His Majeſty accordingly. |

T is preſumed that no Queſtion will be made as to the Fact of the Barony of Clinton being a 
Barony by Writ, and, conſequently, deſcendible through Females, for it muſt have been upon 
that Ground only that Hugh Forteſcue was ſummoned in 1720-21, and the ſeveral Proceedings in 
the Houſe, in the Years 1556, 1610, and 1720-21, relative to the Rank and Precedence of the 
faid Barony, are ſufficient to put this Fact beyond all Doubt; becauſe, though the Precedence aſ- 
ſigned upon theſe ſeveral Occaſions is not exactly the ſame, yet it is always far above that of any 


Barony by Patent. It may alſo be remarked, that, if this had really been a Barony by Patent, the 


Parent itſelf would haye been the proper and legal Evidence to have been produced for ſhewing 
the true Rank. | EE

The Summon ingof Hugh Forteſcue, in 1720-1, (ſee No 1.) ſhews, that there was no Female Iſſue 
from the ſaid Edward Earl of Lincoln, and proves the Fact of the Barony of Clinton having fallen 
into Abeyance, amongſt the Iſſue of the Daughters of Theophilus Earl of Lincoln. 


No. 12. The Pedigree of Booth, entered in the original Viſitation of the County of Chefter, made by Sir 
* William Dugdale, in 1663, produced from the Heralds Office, will ſhew the Birth of Vere Booth, 
in 1643, and that ſhe was the only child of her Mother. 


No.13, 14. That the died unmarried appears by her Will, dated 16th March, 1714, and proved 21ſt Fe- 
bruary, 1717, in which ſhe tiles herſelf be Honourable Vere Booth, Spinſter; and by the Regiſter 
of the Pariſh of St. Mary Iſlington, where ſhe was buried 23d November, 1717, 


No. 15. That Hugh Forteſcue, who was ſummoned to Parliament as Baron Clinton, in 1720-1, was the eldeſt 


Son and Heir of Hugh Forteſcue, by Bridget his Wife, Daughter of Lady Margaret Boſcawen, will 
be proved by the Will of his Father, Hugh Forteſcue. 


No. 16. That the ſaid Bridget was the only ſurviving Child and Heir of the Lady Margaret Boſcawen, 
will be proved by the Will of her Father Hugh Boſcawen, Eſquire, dated 17 Fuly, 1700, and 
by that of her Huſband, dated 15th January, 1714, the latter of which recites an Indenture of 
Settlement, made by his faid Wife previous to her Marriage, bearing Date the 8th of March, 
1692, of the Third Part of her the ſaid Bridget my late Wife of the Caſtle, Manor, and Lord- 
& ſhip of Tatter/hall*,” and other Manors and Lands in the County of Lincoin. This Fact is alſo 
further evinced by the Declaration of the Lord Chancellor when the faid Hugh Forteſcue took his 
Seat, as Baron Clinton, viz. That he, the ſaid Hugh Forteſcue, was one of the Heirs of Theophilus 
&« Earl of Lincoln and Baron Clinton ;” which he could not have been if there had exiſted any 
Brothers or Siſters, or any Iſſue from any Brothers or Siſters, of the ſaid Bridget.

Parole Evidence will alſo be given to ſhew that Margaret Lady Clinton died unnarried, and 
that all her Brothers and Siſters are dead without Iſſue. 


No. 20 The Marriage of Lady Arabella Clinton with Robert Rolle, Eſquire, is proved by the Pedigree 
* referred to in Ne 8, and alſo by Deed of Settlement previous to the ſaid Marriage, dated 11th 
Auguſt, 1645. : 


No. 21. The Birth of Samuel Rolle is proved by the Regiſter of St. Paul, Covent Garden, where it appears 
he was baptized 2oth November, 1646 : and his Father in his Will, dated 17th February, 1659, 
and proved 1th February, 1660, calls him his Son and Heir apparent. 


No. 22; That Margaret, Counteſs of Orford, was the Daughter of the ſaid Samuel Rolle, appears by 
the Regiſter of her Baptiſm at Petrockſow, and that the was his only Child is proved by the Will 


of her Mother, Margaret Rolle, then Margaret Harris, dated goth May, 1752, and proved 7th 
June, 1754. | 


No. 23. The Death of the ſaid Margaret, Counteſs of Orford, and that George, late Earl of Orford, was 
her only Child, and that he is alſo dead without Iſſue, will all be proved by parole Evidence.

Daughters, Bridget, Margaret, and Arabella; that Margaret died unmarried at the Age of Fifteen, 
and that Arabella was baptized 27 April, 1654, and died in May following.
